REPORT OF WATERBORO FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the past year the fire department has bought a V-8 
Ford truck equipped with a pumper of 125-gallon capacity and 
a 250-gallon Booster tank. ‘The tank is of the greatest value 
to the protection of farm property because of the lack of water 
on farms. We also carry 170 gallons of water and chemical 
on the truck with three new lengths of suction hose to draft 
water from a pond or lake, when possible. We now have eight 
fire tanks for fighting forest fires. At present, our main trouble 
is to finish the balance on our equipment and get more hose and 
a heated place in which to keep the truck in the winter months. 


If the voters will notice, there hasn't been any money ex- 
pended for fighting forest fires, which in the past, has cost the 
town two or three hundred dollars. “This was made possible 
by the members of the fire department and the citizens of the 
town, for whose volunteered services I wish to thank.

To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens 
of Waterboro: 


I submit herewith for your consideration the annual 
report of the schools of Waterboro. 


Through the interest of the members of the school 
board and the generosity of the taxpayers, this has been 
a progressive and, in our opinion, a profitable school year. 


Several projects have been made possible that have 
tended to make school privileges more equable and uniform 
for all the pupils of the town. 


At a special town meeting, held in October last, 
the town voted to transport the pupils of the high school 
who live in the outlying districts and all the pupils of 
grades seven and eight in the same districts to South Water- 
boro. [his seems to be a matter of fairness and we sincere- 
ly hope that the town will continue to transport these 


pupils. 
Bringing all the seventh and eighth grade pupils of 
the town together has made it possible to organize the high 


school. on the six year unified plan. Under this scheme 
Mrs. Ricker teaches seventh and eighth grade English as 
well as regular high school English, thus making the in- 
struction in this subject uniform for all pupils. Mr. 
Libby teaches Freshman Civics. Incidentally, the teach- 
ing load in the other schools has been lightened, no teacher 
in town at the present time having more than three grades. 


‘The school committee has recently voted that, begin- 
ning next September, grades five and six of North Water- 
boro will be transported to South Waterboro thereby dis- 
pensing with the services of one teacher in that district. 
Registration in that particular school is not sufficient to 
justify its profitable maintenance. The money thus saved 
will in a large measure offset the cost of conveyance recently 


incutred. 


Last summer a steam heating plant, which works very 
satisfzctorily, was installed in the school buiiding at East 
Waterboro. Other improvements mide on th s1m> build- 
ing wer. the addition of a coat of, paint to the exterior and 
the building of a shelter over the basement bulk head. This 
shelter prevents rain or melting snow from entering the 


basement. 

At North Waterboro a well has been driven and 
water may now be pumped into the schoolhouse. 

Other general repairs have been made on all buildings 
where. necessary. 

Two teachers resigned last June, Miss Martha Good- 
win from the Primary School at East Waterboro and Mrs. 
Usther Brock Abbott from the Grammar School in the 


same building. These respective positions were filled by 
the election of Mrs. Gladys Johnson and Mrs. Florentine 


Roberts. 


In conclusion I wish to express to the committee, the 
-eachers and pupils, and to the citizens of Waterboro my 
appreci tion of the kinaGn.ss and consideration shown me 


during the past year.

Special inspections for evidence of skin diseases were 
made during the year at some of the schools. [hese were 
made on request of Superintendent Wright or from the 
teachers. Several children were excluded from school for 
evidence of skin disease or for pediculosis, and home visits 
were made on some to urge medical care. Other home 
visits were made following the regular health inspections 
at school regarding defects found and to urge corrections 
be made. Conferences were held with social workers of 
the Bureau of Social Welfare regarding children in need of 
tonsil operations. 


In October, conferences were held with Superinten- 
dent Wright, members of the school board and the teachers 
regarding conducting a diphtheria immunization clinic. 
All schools were visited and talks given the pupils regarding 
the purpose of the clinics. Consent slips were given them 
to take home for signature. On November 3, with Mrs. 
Nellie Morse, State Field Nurse, a joint pre-school and 
school immunization clinic was held at South Waterboro 


school. Eighty-eight school children were given diphtheria - 
immunization by Dr. Carl Richards of Alfred, who gave 


his services. 


I wish at this time to assure you that the coopera- 
tion of all in your community is appreciated and I hope 
you will continue to call upon me for any service which 
I may be able to render mon

A School Graph of the Thirties 


A Glimpse of the Spread of 
School Expenditures Over the Last 
Ten Years 
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THE THIRTIES—A School Decade 


For the information of parents and taxpayers the. Comm‘t- 
tee presents a graph which shows the trend of school expendi- 
tures in Waterboro during the last ten years. The graph is 
self-explanatory and the footnote should prove of interest to 
all who may feel that the cost of school maintenance is too 


high. 


It is perhaps most interesting to note that, in spite of per- 
sistent and successful efforts having as a goal a greater derree 
of centralization in our schools, the annual cost of school 
maintenance is today no greater than it was in 1920. In view 
of the definite measures which have been taken to improve our 
system, and to make it more progressive and responsive to the 
needs of our times, the Committee feels that Waterboro is to 
be congratulated that the per capita cost of education remains 
so low. 


All who are acquainted with the financial standing of the 
town will agree that, with a bonded indebtedness well in ex- 
cess of twenty thousand dollars and a tax rate of sixty-one 
mills, the teachers are treated as generously as that standing 
will permit. At present our grade teachers each receive $18 
per week; the high school principal and his assistant, $1,600 
and $900, respectively, for a school year of thirty-six weeks. 


Iii 1934 it was found that the number of pupils in the Old 
Corner School was too few to make possible iis profitable 
maintenance and it was decided to transport the children to 
South Waterboro. This arrangement has proved to be very sat- 
isfactory since it has made available to the boys and girls of 
this district the facilities of a modern school building and has 
made it possible for them to enjoy to a much greater degree 
the benefits inherent in a grade school system, benefits which 
increase as the number of grades under the care of an individ- 
ual teacher decreases. 


In 1935 the building at North Waterboro was remodeled in- 
to a two-room schoolhouse in order to provide for an increased 
enrolment in that district. This school was maintained on a 
two-teacher basis until June, 1939, but agai operaies as a one- 
room school, the higher grades being transported to South Wa- 
terboro. Altho the present enrolment is small, the Committee 
purposes to continue this school until its profitable mainten- 
ance is no longer possible. 


At a special town meeting held in October, 1938, it was 
voted to transport to South Waterboro all seventh and eighth 
grade pupils living in the northern, central and eastern sec- 
tions of the town—thus making it possible to organize a Jun- 
ior High School. This constructive decision on the part of the 
voters has made real progress possible, the six-year unified 
plan having proved beyond doubt to be the most progressive 
step made in Waterboro schools during the decade. 


It was also voted in the October, 1938, meeting to make cer- 
tain arrangements for the transportation of high school stu- 
dents living in the outlying districts. Provision for such con- 
veyance at public expense corrects an injustice of long stand- 
ing, best appreciated by the many parents who have in the - 
past paid such bills out of their own pockets. 


In 1938 a modern steam heating system was installed in the 
new building at East Waterboro. This replaced the original 
hot air installation which, over a period of years, has given 
much trouble. In view of the cost of this building (some 
$6,500 in 1925) it is surprising as well as unfortunate that it 
lacks modern plumbing. The Committee hopes that it will soon 
be possible to install flush toilets and drinking fountains, thus 
providing facilities in keeping with the times. 

Waterboro may well be proud of its educational plant in 


which it has an investment cf some $40,000, and all citizens 
should understand the desirability, not to say necessity, of pro- 
viding annual appropriations for repairs, maintenance and in- 
surance sufficient to care properly for this plant and gurantee 
its protection. 


The high school building represents about $30,000 of the 
total investment and the Committee was surprised to find upon 
investigation that this building was protected (?) by only. 
$12,000 insurance. This coverage has been increased to $20,- 
000, thus providing a more substantial offset to outstanding 
town bonds should the building burn. 


The record of THE THIRTIES speaks for itself. In that 
record we find the clear imprint of the steps of progress. “The 
moving finger writes” the record of THE FORTIES even as 
we read. Let that record, in 1950, be a credit to Waterboro.

Waterboro has 263 young people between the ages of 5 and 
21. Of these 137 are boys and 126 are girls. 


The present system of grading and classification has defin- 
itely increased the efficiency of the school work, and we feel 
that the past year has been a very profitable one. Although 
Waterboro has a school system which should be a source of 
pride, we should not be unmindful of further improvements 
which could be made. 


Rapidly changing social and economic conditions cause us 
to consider very seriously whether or not education is keep- 
ing with the times. Statistics indicate that a very negligible 
percentage of our high school graduates are going on to higher 
institutions of learning. In spite of this fact, however, the 
tendency persists in many of the smaller systems to train pu- 
pils for college only. 


It would seem that the time has arrived when serious thought 
should be given to that large percentage of our graduates who 
will not have the privilege of higher education. To the present 
curriculum should be added vocational courses, which would 
afford opportunity for some training to those whose future 
livelihood will depend largely upon their hands. In other 
words it should be the function of the school not only to in- 
still knowledge, but also to develop those faculties which will 
best assist him in filling his place in the social scheme. 


The problem of financing vocational courses is the chief 
difficulty which we face in making this change. It would be 
possible, however, by uniting with neighboring towns to em- 
ploy a part time teacher. With partial reimbursement from the 
state and Federal governments, the cost would not be prohibi- 
tive. This suggestion is offered for your serious consideration. 


Another change which would be of distinct benefit would be 
the introduction of music. Probably no other school activity 
is enjoyed by a greater number of pupils, or has a greater 
carry over value in later life. 


Among improvements in the school plant during the past 


year may be cited the enlargement of the stage in the high 
school assembly room, interior painting at North Waterboro, 
and a fence at that school, thus reducing the hazard of pupils’ 
running into the road while at play. 


Although we have endeavored to remain within the appro- 
priation in the maintenance of schools we were forced by in- 
creased conveyance costs over which we had no control to over- 
draw the account $135.00. This fact should be kept in mind in 
considering the appropriation for the coming year. 


May I, in conclusion, express to the Citizens, the Superin- 
tending School Committee, and the teachers of Waterboro my 
appreciation for the kindness and consideration shown me dur- 
ing the past year.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
Waterboro 


To the Citizens of the Town of Waterboro, I herewith submit 
my annual report as public health nurse for the Year 1939. 


In March, through the co-operation of the Farm Bureau, 
tuberculosis material was given Mrs. Ethelyn Roberts to dis- 
tribute throughout the town for the Early Diagnosis Campaign 
held during the month of April. Mr. Sewell Drisko, principal 
of the High School was interviewed, and the High School pu- 
pils invited to enter the Maine Slogan Contest. The prize win- 
ner, later announced by the Maine Public Health Association, 
was Miss Jean Trecartin of Saco with her slogan “Tuberculosis 
is Master until Mastered”. 


In February, in conjunction with Mrs. Morse the State field 
nurse doing pre-school work, a schick test clinic was held at 
the South Waterboro School. Seventy-seven school children 
were given the test by Dr. Carl Richards of Aifred. A week 
later all schools were visited with Dr. Richards to read the 
tests and give the necessary re immunizations. 


The school health inspections were completed in February 
in all schools. Two special inspections for evidence of skin 
disease were made at the South Waterboro school. Home visits 
were made on numerous children in need of corrections. One 
boy was taken to an oculist at Sanford for a vision examina- 
tion. Glasses were provided him through the generosity of the 
Waterboro Branch, Red Cross. Arrangements were made for 
another child to have a tonsil and adenoid operation without 
charge.

The average attend- 
ance has been 48.84. 


In the past six years about 20% of our graduating classes 
have attended institutions of higher learning. Less than 7% 
have been boys. From these statistics it appears there is a 
great need for extensive vocational training especially for 


boys. The time is drawing near, when because of increased en- 


rollment, it will become necessary to increase our teaching 


staff, in order to comply with the state requirements. At that 


time, I would recommend installing an Agricultural Course for 


the following reasons: 


1. Our farming section is especially adapted to orcharding 


and poultry raising. 


2. The course includes a very extensive farm shop training 


in wood and metal work.

TREASURER’S STATEMENT 


- 


The foregoing report has been carefully prepared and it is 
believed to be correct and is respectfully submitted to the 
voters of Waterboro for their examination. It is, however, sub- 
ject to audit by the State Auditor’s Department of Maine. 


The financial condition of the town is improved over last 
year and is the best for several years. Briefly, we owe on 
Town Bonds $23,000.00. We have paid each year since re- 
financing $2,000.00, and we have met our interest obligations 
twice each year and on the day they were due. We have paid 


$10,050.00 that was borrowed during the year 1939 to pay cur- 
rent bills and there are no bills ‘carried over” for the purpose 
of making a nice financial showing. There is a tidy sum of 
$1,210.79 in the Treasury and the State owes us $21.00 for 
Porcupine Bounty paid to July 1, 1959. This must be carried 
until the next session of the Legislature, as no provision was 
made for such payment for the year ending July 1, 1959. All 
receipts and vouchers were submitted for payment to the State 


Auditor, August 10, 1939. 


Another matter that will interest our citizens is that George 
Hubener, who was granted Soldier’s Aid during the year is re- 
paying the same and will refund the entire amount. 


We may receive during the coming year another contribu- 
tion on account of aid given Mary Thompson, the date of pay- 
ment depending entirely upon the allowance of the final ac- 
count in the estate of the late Ella Clark.
